ANE ADDAMS is dead!" When these words appeared in thousands of 
newspapers recently, millions of people were saddened by the news. 
Tributes of love for the woman and her great work, were voiced all over 
the world. From the simplest workmen to the great leaders of the world, 
her useful life was acclaimed. 
Few women have been more deeply and sincerely honored during their 
lifetime than Jane Addams was and she wholly deserved it. 
Few, also 
would dispute the title given to her as the ‘ Best Loved Woman in the 
World." As head of the famous Hull House, in the slums of Chicago, she 
wielded an influence over the world that but a scattered number have 
been able to do. Her unselfishness, her broad and high vision, her toler­ 
ance, her courage, her sound sense set her apart as a powerful influence. 
The prime minister of England wus her beloved friend. President Wilson 
valued her counsel. She was a part sharer in the Nobel prize at one time, 
and institutions of learning in numbers honored her. 
No one was ever 
turned away from her door. 
For nearly half a century Jane Addams devoted her life to the poor 
and distressed, and sought to embody her ideas of world peace in the 
hearts of all humans. 
"After we have relieved m ens hunger,” she once said, ‘ perhaps we 
shall set ourselves the task of finding out why they have failed to adjust 
themselves." Unemployment insurance and old-age pensions were ideas 
of hers, bon. in days of prosperity. She was proud of her title of Inspec­ 
tor of streets and alleyways in the neighborhood of Hull house." 
Only recently in Washington at a large gathering, attended by foreign 
ambassadors, and men high in affairs of state, to do honor to this woman, 
she stated: "We believe that we are not obliged to choose between vio­ 
lence and passive acceptance of unjust conditions; on the contrary, that 
courage, determination, moral energy, active good will, can achieve their 
ends without violence.’’ 
Jane Addams. however, never allied herself to any cult, group or 
party. She had no pet theory that was to solve poverty, or anything else. 
Her one Idea was to help people, to help them help themselves, to create 
friendliness and to Inspire hope in the humblest heart 
She sponsored no 
special program either. She declared that "day to day experience was the 
only guide she. knew." 
But now Jane Addams is gone. Who will carry on? 
Who will take 
up her Ideas and create anew love between all men and all nations?

“Blindfolded, Shackled, But 
They Treated Me Fine,” Says 
Y oungGeorge W eyerhaeuser

Tacoma, Wash , June 3 — "How 
did they capture you?" George Wey­ 
erhaeuser, 
9-year-old 
kidnapped 
youth was asked after he had been 
released. 
"Well,” he said, "I walk­ 
ed down through the tennis grounds 
(after leaving school to go home for 
luncheon), you know—The Tacoma 
Lawn Tennis Club, and I came out 
there on that path, and you know 
where the steps go up and you come 
out on the street. Well, there was a 
tan sedan standing there. 
"A man was driving, and another, 
the man they afterwards called Al­ 
vin. was standing on the curb. 
“He said 
‘Say’—I 
don't 
know 
which he called me, ‘son’ or boy’, 
he said Where Is Stadium Way?’ 
"I told him I didn’t know and he 
came over toward me and said I was 
a shy fellow’ and he grabbed me 
and put his hand over my mouth 
and pulled me into the tan sedan 
“Then he put me down in the 
back and 
covered 
me 
with 
this 
blanket that you are sitting on 
It 
certainly is dirty, isn't it? Anc! then 
we drove and drove and drove. 
"I Kept My Mouth Shut" 
"I don’t know where we went to. 
but they told me I wouldn’t be hurt 
if I didn't yell out. 
And I didn't 
want to be hurt so I kept my mouth 
shut." 
George said they stuffed him into 
the trunk of the Buick occasionally, 
but that he got along all right be­ 
cause there were holes in it to let In 
the air, He thought the kidnappers 


had kept him in a house about a 
mile and a half from Issaquah. 
The boy could not describe the 
hideout. He said he was blindfold­ 
ed when led into the house and 
again when led out early today. He 
didn’t know how far they traveled In 
an automobile after leaving the 
house Saturday before he was re­ 
leased. 
The men made him sign his name 
thrice—once on the envelope that 
contained the initial ransom note, 
once on "the bottom of a blank pa­ 
per" and once on “the ransom note." 
His reference to his signature on 
the ransom note was not Immediate­ 
ly clarified. The first note had his 
signature on the envelope. 
There 
were reports, however, the family 
had received a Second message. This 
might 
have 
borne 
his 
scrawled 
name. 
George said he never saw more 
than three of his abductors and they ! 
wore masks. He said they told him 
there were six in the gang. 
“They called one another Bill, 
Harry and Allen,” he said. 
Allen! Are you sure of that?" 
"Oh, no; that must have been 
Karpis—Alvin Karpis. 
I remember 
now that sounds more like it—Al- , 
vin." 
Why, hadn’t I told you about 
that?" George remarked. "They let ! 
me read all the newspapers about 
myself. 
I couldn't read everything, ; 
of course, but I could read all the 
big lines at the top of the paper" . . . 


"And you remembered the name 
of Karpis?" 
"Yes, that wasn’t 
hard 
to re­ 
member, only I didn’t hear them call 
him Karpis; you know they always 
called him what sounded like Allen. 
But it must have been Alvin. I never 
heard Alvin before." 
Although 
George 
vowed 
the 
shackles they put on him did not 
hurt, he said they did hurt his arm 
once. That was when one of them 
lifted him while 
they 
apparently 
were near Aberdeen when “another 
oar was oomtng with policemen in 
it. They were •excited." 
"I said. Say. dont you hurt me,’ *’ 
George explained, “and what do you 
think he said when I said that? He 
said. ’Young man, you’re too valu­ 
able to hurt.’ ” 
"They always gave me all I could 
eat. I ate the same things they did, 
and they liked good things. Yes, sir. 
they treated me fine.” ^ 
George said he passed four days 
and three nights In a hideout house 
at Issaquah. He said they kept him 
in a room by putting a mattress up 
against the door. One of the kid­ 
napers leanod against it whenever 
George tried to push the door open. 
They blindfolded him when they 
took him out. Ahd when he was not 
blindfolded they wore masks. 
"They 
looked 
funny 
walking 
around like that,” said George, “and 
I laughed at them at first.” 
Virtually every officer in Washing­ 
ton state went Rito the unprecedent­ 
ed hunt for George's abductors the 
minute he reached home. State and 
city police docked every road in the 
area. 
William Cole, chief of the state 
patrol, who Thursday night predict­ 
ed the boy would be returned safely, 
stationed officers at strategic points. 
He refused to explain the basis for 


the prediction which came true Sat­ 
urday morning. 
George and Dreher reached the 
Weyerhaeuser home just before 8 
o’clock— four hours after he had 
turned up at the Bonitas home. He 
leaped into the outstretched arms of 
his overjoyed parents and was en­ 
veloped once more by the seclusion 
and comforts of home.

Emil Fuchs ('alls Homerun 
Slugger an “Imbecile” ; 
On Retired List. 


Boston, June 3 (AP). -Babe Ruth 
and the Boston Braves parted com­ 
pany Sunday night in a fanfare of 
personalities as Hie club’s president. 
Emit Fuchs, hinted the slugger was 
“an imbecile.” 
A few hours after Ruth announced 
he would go on the voluntary retir­ 
ed list, after chaarcterizing Fuchs 
as a "double-crosser," his employer 
made public the Babe’s uncondition­ 
al release with the word "imbecile" 
attached to the player-second vice 
president. 
"I will never play another game 
for the club as long as Fuchs re­ 
mains. He double-crossed me,” was 
the Babe's remark. 
Says Babe Acted Like Imbecile 
"Nobody but an Imbecile would act 
as Ruth did," was one of Fuchs’ re­ 
torts to the Associated Press. 
The slow-burning bomb that has 
had the baseball world going around 
with its fingers in its ears since the 
season .started let go when Ruth ac­ 
cused Fuchs of refusing him permis­ 
sion to attend the ceremonies inci­ 
dent to the arrival of the French 
liner Normandie in New York on 
Tuesday. Ruth contended an injury 
suffered in Cincinnati would have 
kept him out of the line-up until 
Thursday. 
Ruth talked himself into a lather 
in the clubhouse during Sunday's 
game with the New York Giants. 
Fuchs gave no ground in an equally 
snappy answer.

Fuchs declared. 
"That he couldn't

team under those conditions.

"I never had any trouble with 
Ruth until I turned down his re­ 
quest to go to New York to help wel­ 
come the Normandie.
